4 According to the agreement imports of cotton textiles rnto BENELUX coun¬ 
tries will be admitted by the competent authorities in the BENELUX countries 
only on presentation of ceilifled copies of export licences on the basis of which 
the BENELUX authorities would i'^sue import licences, 

5 . Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports Bombay, on the basis of quota certificates issued by the 
Cmton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. The quota certifleato will 
be Issued on presentation by the exporters of firm contract and a proforma invoice 
indicating along with other details, the net weight of the goods. 

0, Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in India. 

7 . These licences would be valid for shipment up to 30th September, 1908, and 
furUier extension beyond 30th September, 1968 would be considered by E.E.C 
and Austria Textiles Licensing Advisor^' Committee. 

8. Licences and Qiuotas shall not be transferrablo witliout the express consent 
in writing of the E^E.C. and Austrm Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

9. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2-50 per ton will be levied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas, subject to a minimum 
of 2.50. 

10. All quota holders shall have to submit a monthly report to the Cotton Tex- 
tllefl Export Promotion Council giving details of the shipments against individual 
licences issued to them. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th of 
the subsequent month. 

11. The EE C.—Austria Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee consists of 
8 members, chosen in the following manner;-— 

Two representatives nominated by the Indian Cotton Mills' Federation, two 
representatives nominated by the Weseur Associates, two representatives nomi¬ 
nated by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, one representative nomi¬ 
nated by the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, and one 
representative nomlnatexl by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, 

12. The E.EC.—Austria Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall (aX 
supervise the entire scheme, (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to 
time, (c) Interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the opera¬ 
tion of the Scheme, and ^d) make such changes in the scheme as the Committee 
deems fit from time to time. The Licensing Committee shall be empowered to 
frame rules and regulations from time to time, inter alia providing for the condi¬ 
tions to be compKed with by an applicant before he would be entitled to quotas. It 
shall also have the right to v.Tthhold or cancel quotas and reject applications 
for quotas without assigning any reason.
